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Dear Mr. Goode: 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated 
January 28, 2019, which was received by the Washington Office FOIA Service Center, Office of 
Regulatory and Management Services on the same day. Your request was assigned FOIA Case 
number 2019-FS-WO-01785-F. You requested emails referencing President Trump and the 
budget for fire management in California. 

We searched for hardcopy and electronic records everywhere a reasonably knowledgeable 
professional could expect to find responsive records. We found 77 pages: 75 pages are enclosed 
in full, and two (2) pages are enclosed with portions withheld in part pursuant to Exemption 6 of 
the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b). 

FOIA Exemption 6 

Exemption 6 of the FOIA requires the Government to withhold all information about individuals 
in “personnel and medical files and similar files,” where the disclosure of such information 
“would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” Exemption 6 also 
involves a balancing of the public's interest in disclosure against the individual's privacy interest. 
We have determined cellular telephone numbers should be withheld pursuant to FOIA 
Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. 552(b)(6). 

The FOIA provides that requesters pay the reasonable costs for search, review, and duplication of 
records. Pursuant to Title 7 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR), Subtitle A, Part 1, 

Subpart A, Appendix A, there are no charges for the records enclosed as we are providing them 
electronically, and the amount falls below the minimum amount required for the Forest Service to 
collect fees. 

This concludes the Forest Service’s response to your FOIA request. The FOIA provides you the 
right to appeal this response. Any appeal must be made in writing, within 90 days from the date 
of this letter, to the Chief, USDA Forest Service: 1) by email to wo_foia@fs.fed.us; 2) by regular 
mail to 1400 Independence Avenue SW, Mail Stop 1143, Washington, DC 20250-1143; 3) by 
FedEx or UPS to 201 14th Street SW, Washington, DC 20250-1143; telephone (202) 205-1542;

Senate candidate Mitt Romney is calling for measures to help prevent wildfires. 

In an essay posted Tuesday on his campaign website, the Utah Republican advocated for more 
logging to clear out dead timber and thin forests. He also called for "a high-tech early detection 
system to spot fires before they grow to uncontrollable scale." 

"If the devastation of wildfires were being caused by a foreign enemy rather than by natural 
causes, we would do and spend whatever it took to stop it," Romney wrote. 

Fires are blazing across the West, and the largest wildfire in state history is burning in California. 

Yesterday, Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke also called for more thinning of forests in a USA Today 
op-ed . 

"The buildup of fuels is the condition we can and must reverse through active forest management 
like prescribed bums, mechanical thinning and timber harvests," Zinke wrote. 

Jenny Wilson, Romney's Democratic challenger, criticized his plan for failing to address factors 
such as weather and drought that are linked to climate change. 

Experts also criticized his call for an early detection system — including drones, satellites and 
sensors. They say detecting fires isn't a problem. 

A system like the one Romney proposed would only be helpful for fires that start at night near 
urban areas and spread quickly, said Tom Cova, director of the University of Utah's Center for 
Natural and Technological Hazards (Lindsey Whitehurst, AP/f/.Y News & World Report, Aug.

President Trump blamed environmental laws yesterday for intensifying wildfires in Califorri 
in his first tweet about the ongoing disaster that has killed at least seven people. 

''California wildfires are being magnified & made so much worse by the bad environmental 
laws which aren't allowing massive amount of readily available water to be properly utilizei 
It is being diverted into the Pacific Ocean," Trump wrote. 

Trump seemed to be referring to proposals by some California Republicans to expand the 
Shasta Dam, located near the heart of the Carr Fire. Those plans aim to store more water 
for farms and residents instead of releasing it for river ecosystems (E&E Daily , March 16) 
Firefighters aren't running out of water as they battle the blazes, experts said. 

The White Flouse, the Interior Department and the Forest Service declined to explain the 
president's remarks. 

Trump's tweet went on: "Must also tree clear to stop fire spreading!" 

More than 129 million trees have died since 2010 in California, a problem that state officia 
trace back to climate change, 

"This is part of a trend — a new normal — that we gotta deal with," Gov. Jerry Brown (D) 
said Saturday in a news conference about the fires, adding that the disasters offer a chan< 
for people to overcome ideological divisions. 

After Trump's tweet yesterday, a spokesman for Brown said "this doesn't merit a response 
Others found it befuddling. 
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"This is gobbiedygook buiishit," tweeted Peter Gieick, co-founder of the Pacific institute an 
a member of the the U.S. Nationai Academy of Sciences. 

"Caiifornia's forests and rangeiands aren't dry and burning because of CA's water poiicies 
Gieick said. "There's no shortage of water to fight fires." 

Gieick continued: "Caiifornia’s forests are burning because of past severe drought and 
current extreme temperatures and weather, worsened by human-caused ciimate change, 
which you think, in your fantasy worid, doesn’t exist." 

Firefighters from Austraiia and New Zeaiand are scheduied to arrive in Northern Caiifornia 
today to heip battie two huge biazes that were about haif contained over the weekend. Thi 
Carr Fire has dispiaced more than 40,000 peopie, whiie the Mendocino Compiex Fire has 
grown to the fifth-iargest in state history. 

The White Flouse issued a major disaster deciaration over the weekend. That activates 
additionai personnei and funding; about 200 soidiers wiii join the effort this week. 

With severai major wiidfires burning across California, officials suggested they would deck 
where to deploy the extra firefighters once they arrived. 

"Fire season is really just beginning," Cal Fire Director Ken Pimlott said, explaining that su 
intense conditions used to come around the peak of the season. 

"This will be the kinds of conditions we'll be facing all summer," he said.

Costs associated with a deadly Northern California wildfire will likely be in the billions, 
Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke said yesterday as he returned to the town of Paradise, sayir 
he has never witnessed such devastation. 

"There’s a lot of things I'd rather spend this federal money on rather than repairing damagi 
of things that have been destroyed," he said, Zinke nodded to other public services, such i 
improving visitor experiences at Yosennite National Park or thinning forests as options for I 
money. 

No additional remains were found yesterday, but the wildfire's death toll rose to 88 after 
investigators determined that three separate sets of human remains contained remains frc 
more than one person. 

Butte County Sheriff Kory Honea said 203 names remain on the list of those unaccounted 
for after the Camp Fire swept through the rural area 140 miles north of San Francisco. Fie 
released the names of 16 people who died in the blaze, ranging in age from 58 to 95. 

The pace of new discovery of remains has slowed in recent days, and Honea said search)! 
are making "good progress" as they methodically sweep through any property where peof: 
may have died. 

"The remains that we are now recovering are now remains that were almost completely 
consumed by the fire," he said. Anthropologists are sifting through bone fragments to help 
coroners identify the remains, he said. 

The massive wildfire that destroyed nearly 14,000 homes in Paradise and surrounding 
communities was fully contained over the weekend after it was ignited more than two wee 
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ago. 


Federal Emergency Management Agency spokesman Frank Mansell told the Associated 
Press yesterday that $15.5 million has been spent on housing assistance, including 
vouchers for hotel rooms. 

FEMA also has distributed $5 million to help vi/ith other needs, including funeral expenses 
he said. 

Zinke said building restrictions in fire-prone areas should be part of a discussion about 
protections from \A/ildfires. 

"When we rebuild, having a frank discussion whether it's appropriate to rebuild every placx 
is an important part of the equation,” he told the Associated Press. He did not say Paradis 
should avoid rebuilding, noting that the town has expanded evacuation routes and would 6 
safer with more aggressive efforts to thin forests and built vegetation-free fire breaks that 
could stop advancing flames. 

Agriculture Secretary Sonny Perdue joined Zinke on a tour of Paradise. 

Perdue suggested donating timber from the nearby Plumas National Forest to rebuild the 
town. 

Zinke and Perdue's trip marks their latest in a series of efforts to promote their message tl* 
lawsuits from environmentalists and government red tape stand in the way of thinning 
overgrown forests and mitigating the severity of wildfires in the future. The duo spoke to 
reporters in a conference call last week, and Zinke promoted a similar message on an earl 
visit to Paradise. 

The secretaries toured a parcel of forested land that had been aggressively managed in 
recent years to remove flammable brush, and called for easing federal and state regulatioi 
requiring environmental reviews before such work can take place. 

"We need to get out of the litigation business and into the mitigation business," Perdue toll 
reporters in a news conference in a charred section of downtown Paradise. 

California lawmakers earlier this year approved $1 billion in funding over the next five year 
for forest clearing operations. — Jonathan J. Cooper, Associated Press
